Twentieth century technology has brought us “beeper 
priests.” Priests who can be contacted within a moment's 
notice via a pocket-size computer worn on their belts that 
give off a “beeping” noise when activated. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher discovered one of. his “beeper 


_ priests” while delivering a speech recently during a 


meeting of the Associated Directors .of Continuing 
Education, when Father Larry Dolan’s beeper sounded off. 
The priest received a lot of kidding about that incident. 


FATHER DOLAN, director of campus ministry at the 
University of San Diego, pointed out the advantages of 
carrying a beeper. 3 

“About four years. ago | received many complaints 
because people couldn't reach me. | began to investigate 
the possibilities on how | could be more responsive to 
those who needed to get in touch with me,” he said. 

Today Father Dolan can be reached at anytime by his 
secretary, campus security or by his answering service if 
an emergency situation arises. 


“IT GIVES ME a free feeling of not having to worry about 
something important or disastrous happening and | 
couldn’t be reached,” he added. : 

In the Imperial Valley, Father Barry Vinyard,.associate 
pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe, Calexico, labeled the box 


_ “a $20 insurance policy that | will be as close as a 


telephone call to the office.” 

“Some people have asked me if this beeper doesn't tie 
me to the office.

' “It gives me the luxury of taking part in a variety of 
programs. | can be out of the office for hours at a time 


FATHER VINYARD recently completed a two-year term 
on the Imperial County Mental Health Board and the 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse Advisory Board. He is also the

“My secretary used to phone all over the valley trying to 
find me.” ; 

Father Vinyard added that it is a temptation to stay in the 
office and “let people come to you. But it’s important to get

far as Yuma or throughout the valley,” he said. 


Youngsters at the parish school who run across Father 
Vinyard and his beeping box view it as a curiousity piece.

Another priest began using a beeper in February and 
now finds the box indispensable. 
“The answering service recommended that | try the 
beeper out,” said Father James Rankin, pastor of the 
Immaculata on the USD campus. 

BEING A one-man parish I’m not always by my phone 
and available for emergency calls,” he said. 

Father Rankin lives alone in his own quarters so the 
parish is not covered after he leaves the office. 

He said he was tempted to discontinue using the beeper 
because of the expense until just recently. 
“Two of my parishioners became terminally ill and being 
at their disposal has increased its worth greatly.” 

FATHER RANKIN noted that several other priests in the 
San Diego diocese have begun using the beeper.

“We feel that if the girls 


come in for a pregnancy 


_test or counseling they are 
still open and receptive to 


alternatives to abortion,” 
she added. 

The young girl who 
stepped inside the trailer 
revealed that having an 
abortion had been her 
boyfriend’s idea. 

Even as she walked up 
the steps to the abortion 
Clinic she felt unsure about 
the decision, said Fitch. . 


“It was a case of an 
unwanted mother, not an 
unwanted baby,’’ she 
added. - 


Girls who receive coun- 


seling are referred to Sister 


Barbara Welliver’s Unwed 
Mothers Program at Catho- 
lic Community Services, 
San Diego, or St. Anne’s in 
Los Angeles. 


“They may decide to give 
their baby up for adoption 
or change their minds later 
and keep it,” said Fitch.

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In rejecting Pope John Paul Iil’s plea to 
free the American hostages in Tehran, 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, Iran’s 
Moslem leader, had the audacity to lecture 
the pope with the ayatollah’s interpretation 
of Christ’s intentions in the matter. 


“If Christ were here, he would censure 
(President) Carter. If Christ were here-he 
would have rescued us from this enemy of 
the-people and mankind. 


You must do 
as Christ would,” Khomeini said in a 
nationally. televised speech in Iran in 
response to the pope’s appeal through 
Archbishop Annibale Bugnini, papal pro- 
nuncio to Iran. :

berated the Vatican for not having 
protested “50 years of massacre and 


imprisonment under the most inhuman 


conditions” during the reigns of the 
deposed Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi — 
whose return the ayatollah demands in 
exchange for the hostages—and the 
shah’s father.

Khomeini told Archbishop Bugnini that he 
could not free the hostages because “the 
problem is not in my hands, but in the 
hands of the nation.” 


However, since then 13 hostages have 
been freed—as an act of “Islam mercy’— 
by Khomeini’s orders to the students who 
seized 60 Americans in the U.S. Embassy 
on Nov. 4. 


_ Khomeini wants the shah returned for 

“criminal” acts against the state. But 
under Khomeini’s revolutionary govern- 
ment, more than 7,000 Iranians reportedly 
have been killed because they served 
under and/or were loyal to the shah. 


The ayatollah is willing to violate 
international law, support acts of injustice, 
create world tensions and insult an 
internationally respected man of peace in 
Pope John Paul I! to get the shah back in 
Iran and submit to Islam justice. 


Much prayer is needed for the safety and 
well-being of the hostages and a quick and

“We obey as adults, with intelligence, 
experience, responsibilities. The superior 
is entitled to that kind of obedience. It’s no 
sign of reverence or respect to reduce itto 
the kind of obedience expected of little 
children,” he said. 


“If you are convinced the superior is 
wrong, you owe it to him to tell him so. 
’ Argue your convictions as forcefully as you 
can. Pound the desk if you have to, ” he 
continued.

say, ‘All right. I’ve heard you, but this is my 
decision.’ That's when acceptance comes 
in. But obedience is also involved in giving 
him the best judgment of which you are 
capable.” 


Over the years Y ve followed that advice. 
I've done some desk-pounding. 


‘On a couple of occasions I’ve said, “I'll 
do what you want, but | cannot, in honesty, 
present it as an expression.of my own 
judgment. Therefore, | ask for a 
statement that in this matter you are 
making the judgment and | am obeying 


your decision.” 


NONE OF MY superiors has ever 
objected to my approach to obedience, In 
fact, | think they appreciated its honesty 
and maturity—though they might have 
been a. bit more comfortable if | had 
simply said yes from the beginning. 


But the comfort of my superior is not the 


object of my obedience. 
The object of that obedience is - 


submission to the will of God as expressed 


through the community of the church and 
through individuals who. have the 
responsibility (and the grace or charism) 
for formulating and proclaiming the 
judgment of the church. 


ALL OF THIS is offered as my 
perspective on the extraordinary criticism 
which has been directed toward Sister 
Theresa Kane because of her plea to the 
Holy Father that he hear the suffering of 
the many who feel excluded from the full 
life and ministry of the church. : 


Here !’m not talking about courtesy or 
protocol though, in fact, | believe her 
words were reverent, sensitive and proper. 


Rather, |’m talking about accusations 
that her statement manifested:a spirit of 
disobedience, that it was inconsistent with, 
her religious vows. 


IT DID not; it was not.

RESPONSIBILITY FLOWS downward as 
well as upward. This woman had a

aspirations, the suffering of a group of 
Christian people be heard. 


Nor is it disobedience:on my part to say

consider the ordination of women have 
revealed precious little sensitivity to these 
perceptions, these aspirations, this 
suffering.

Love has lost its meaning so much in our 
culture that now automobiles are 
advertised as having “sex appeal.” | 
presume this means they quickly run out 
of gas, do not last over two or three years 
and quickly age at seeing a new model. 


One of the true aspects of love is one 
that is rarely mentioned, but very much 
pertains to the heart of love, is patience. 


PATIENCE IS not a spineless submis- 
sion to the “slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune”; it is not a mere 
gritting of teeth or “hanging on”; itis rather 
the acceptance of what we would reject, 
the bearing of what we hate. 


Day after day we must accept what we - 


do not want, and to suffer without 
~ complaint what we cannot change. 


Carnal love or sex is never patient. Like 
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the infant, it wants its demands satisfied 
whenever it craves; also,- it becomes 
masochistic which is a love of pain and 
sometimes is associated with the death 
wish. 


PATIENCE BORN of true love is creative. : 


It becomes the power to see the light 
during the storm at sea; it is the power to 
live vigorously with the hope of ultimate 
victory against the powers of evil. 


Patience of this kind is possessed by a 
mother who sees her daughter run away 
from home and says she must lead her 
own life, or the patience of a wife bound to 
an alcoholic husband. 


One day Peter asked Christ how many 
times one should forgive —seven times? 
Christ said to him: “l say not seven, but 
seventy times seven,” which did not mean 
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490 times, but that forgiveness is without 
a limit. 


A beautiful example of patience born of 
love is found in the life of Abraham 
Lincoln. He named Stanton as his 
secretary of state. 


STANTON OFTEN referred to Lincoln as 
“a big gorilla,” and wondered why anyone 
should go to Africa to hunt gorillas when 
we had one in the White House.” ~~ 


Lincoln refused to be irascible under the 
taunts which reached his ears, and finally 
when Lincoln died, Stanton said we lost 
one of the greatest men in our history. 
Patient love had won the soul of Stanton. 


The greatest example of patience ever 
shown in this world was by Christ. 


IT 1S VERY difficult for an intelligent 


‘. person to put up with those who are crass 
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and dull, and yet Christ chose fishermen, 
tax gatherers and others who were 
blundering men, and who constantly tried 
his patience and grieved his heart. 


They conspired with a multitude to 
make him an earthly king; James and 


John wanted to call down firé from heaven 
to destroy a Samaritan village; Peter 
rebuked him because he dared speak of 
his redemptive death. 


Christ rejected no one. He despised no 
man’s table or house. 


LOVE CAN become patient only when 
there is a goal, a purpose, a destiny, and 
along with it, .a trust that eventually 
goodness will conquer. 


Love can be patient amidst irritations, 
even barbs of hate, because a loving God 
puts us on this earth and, if we trust Him, 
we know that we will all get home safely. 
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Who we are influences what we expect 
from life and what we expect influences 
what we receive. | 


“Man has life and death before him; 
whichever a man likes better will be given 
him” (Sirach 15:18). Therefore, Jesus tells 
us: “Everything you ask and pray for, 
believe that you have it already, and it will 
be yours” (Mark 11:24). 


OUR. PREDISPOSITION or prejudgment 
greatly influences the outcome of our 
prayers. The. predisposition in prayer 
which Jesus praises most highly is faith. 

“Your faith has saved you; go in peace,” 
Jesus said to the woman who was a sinner 
(Luke 5:20). “Your faith has restored you 
to health; go in peace,” Jesus told the 
woman with a hemorrhage (Luke 8:48). To 
the blind man Jesus said, “Receive your 
sight. Your faith has’ saved you” (Luke 


18:42). approach God in prayer with the 
predisposition that he is a good and loving 
Father (Romans 8:14-16) what God has 
already predetermined to give us in Christ 
Jesus comes more readily. 
“BLESSED BE God the Father of our Lord 
. Jesus Christ, who has blessed us with all 
the spiritual blessings of heaven in Christ”

Q: | always thought that the Church took 


a negative view on faith healing and that a 
person's mind, with perhaps encourage- 
ment from a dynamic leader and in the 
presence of an intense religious 
atmosphere—a revival, for example — 
can dismiss their external, ailments on 
their own accord.

A: Not only does the Church recognize 
miracles but at times—for example, at 
Lourdes or in the examination of 
testimony in the canonization process — 
publicly declares the authenticity of a 
physical miracle. 


But since such phenomena do not have 
any effect on the “substance of the faith,” 
and because there are so many 
possibilities for self-deception or fraud, 
the Church rarely passes judgment unless 
the salvation of souls is being threatened. 


Her attitude is that of Gamaliel: “If this 
plan and work of theirs is a man-made 
thing, it will disappear, butif it comes from 
God you cannot possibly defeat them” 
(Acts 5:38).

“So, then, you are a king?” - 


The question, directed by Pilate to 
Jesus, seemed straightforward enough.

Or, as some translate, His kingship “is not 
from the world.” If Pilate was baffled, he 
was not alone. 


Kings don’t fare too well in the Bible. It’s 
true that at times we'll find some glorious 
things said about David and his dynasty. A 
number of “royal” Psalms were composed 


to extol his reign or that of one of his. 


successors. 
“You are the fairest of the sons of men; 


grace is poured upon your lips; therefore — 


God has blessed you forever” (Ps. 45:2). 
That ‘is pretty glowing tribute to a human 
monarch.

God: always. answers our prayers. 
Whether or not we recognize and receive 
the answer depends largely on what we 
expect to happen from our prayers. 


Thus, once we have prayed it helps to

_ the God of love and compassion whom 


Jesus reveals in the Gospel. 

THE FRUIT of such faith are in evidence 
in the early Christian community: “They 
shared their food gladly and generously; 
they praised God...” (Acts 2:46, 47). - 


Of course, there is nothing wrong in 
praying for a physical miracle, but what is 
more important is to pray for the interior 
miracle of healing of one’s spirit and the 
healing of memories. These, too, are 
miracles. — 


Q: Since when can the congregation say 
the prayers of consecration with the 
priest? “This is my body,” etc. 


A: Since never. 


The proclamation of the eucharistic 
prayer has always been reserved to the 
one who presides (bishop or priest) 
without exception. 


A commentary on paragraph 10 of the 
General Instruction goes to the heart of the 
matter: “Recently some have thought all 
the assembly should recite the 
Eucharistic prayer together. Such a 
practice comes from a tetal misunder- 
standing of the nature of that prayer and of 


- the constitution of the Church as Christ's 


Body. 


BUT THE ACTUAL experience of kings 
usually gave the lie to such praise. 
Proclaimed, almost invariably, on the day 
of coronation, the poems expressed a 
hope more than a reality. And the hope 
was often quickly dashed. 


So the royal Psalms, in due time, came 
to be understood of an ideal king who 
would appear at the end of the ages, of 
someone who could represent more than 
this. seamy world of “real politik,” the 
“real” world of political power. 


There is also a strong anti-king tradition 
in Israel. There was something almost 
inherently bad about human kingship. 
When the psalmist wrote, “Kings in their 
splendor he slew,” many a reader would 
have responded, “Right on!” 


IF YOU would want a good “shopping 
list” of reasons for feeble support for 
monarchy, read 1 Samuel 8:10-18. There 
is enough there to chill the hearts of most 
royal enthusiasts.

Q: Have those people who saved their 
souls under the old law, for instance the 
Tridentine Mass, been removed from 
heaven, now that the Tridentine Mass is 


‘ outlawed? Also, have those who were 


condemned to hell because they refused 
to give up membership in secret societies 
been released from hell now that it is no 
longer forbidden to join them? It is not an 
oversimplification to say, “You can't have 
it both ways.” To put it another way, were 
the popes lying under the old ways or are 
they lying under the new ways? - 


A: These are the types of questions that 
reinforce the axiom that there is a very 
narrow line between religion and 
superstition (magic), if not between reality 


was never totally abandoned. As we 
already pointed out, the imagery was 
transferred, gradually, to an end-time 
figure. This allowed for the retention of a 
royal idealism. 


Also, God Himself was hailed as king, 
which gave Israel more than sufficient 
grounds for thinking good thoughts of 
kingship. 


IT 1S NOT certain how old the concept of 
the Lord’s kingship is, but it does pervade 
a good number of the biblical books. In 
fact, it was the realization of the greatness 
of the Lord’s kingship that had much to do 
with their disillusionment with human 
kings. 


There was one more important factor 
that conditioned the biblical notion of 
kingship. It was that of suffering, a kind of 
emptying out of one’s very self, a being 
stripped of earthly glory ard power. Once 
this was experienced and accepted, then 
could there be effective and royal service 
of others. :

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NOTES TO BALANCE SHEET 
June 30, 1979 


1. Basis of presentation | 


Organization and activities—The Diocesan Office of The Roman 
Catholic Bishop of San Diego is part of the Corporation Sole of the 
Diocese of San Diego and has no separate legal status or existence. 
The Diocesan Office activities comprise the collection of parish 
assessments, stewardship ‘contributions and certain other receipts 
which are used to finance educational, religious, community and 
human development programs in addition to the administration of the 
Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 


The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of parishes, 
schools, cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial 
functions. Each of these activities, even though they report to the 
Bishop, is an operating entity distinct from the Diocesan Office. 


Fund balances — Diocesan funds are segregated according to their 
availability for use in Diocesan operations. Quasi-endowment funds are 
those funds segregated by the Bishop for the specific uses indicated. 
Restricted funds have been reserved for specific purposes and in some 
cases can be disbursed only in compliance with restrictions specified 
by donors. 


2. Notes receivable secured by real estate 


Included in notes receivable secured by real estate is $2,734,572 
which represents cash advanced to or on behalf of American Boys 
Ranch. The Ranch was sold in July 1977 for net proceeds to the Diocese 
of $1,688,000, consisting of cash of $338,000 and a note receivable of 
$1,350,000. Accordingly, an allowance of $1,384,572 has been 
established. The note is due $450,000 on December 31, 1978 and 


“$900,000 on December 30, 1979, and the unpaid balance at June 30, 


1979 was $1,350,000. 


- 3. Deposit and loans funds 


The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which 
finances the construction of parish plants and other Diocesan facilities. 
Interest at 6% is charged on such loans.These loans are made primarily 
from loan repayments and deposits by Diocesan entities which bear 
interest at 5%. 


4. Division of the Diocese 


In July 1978, the counties of Riverside and San Bernardino were 
designated as a new diocese. In connection with the division, the San 
Diego Diocese transferred the following:

5. Establishment of scholarship fund 


The University of San Diego was indebted to the Diocese in the 
amount of $1,657,533. In May, 1979, the Bishop of San Diego agreed to 
the establishment of a scholarship fund by the University in the amount 


of $100,000 annually in lieu of payment. The scholarship fund is to be - 


used for students from the Dioceses of San Diego and San Bernardino 
and other areas.

As discussed in Note 1, the Diocesan Office Accounts represent only part of the 
operations of the Corporation Sole. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet presents fairly the financial position of 
the Diocesan Office Funds of The Roman Catholic Bishop of San Diego at June 30, 1979 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year.

Thanks, but the king awaits 


Only three days separate Thanksgiving 
Day from the feast of Christ the King and 
this year for the first time, that seemed 


' significant to me. It was like a nudge, a © 


reminder of what thanksgiving is all about. 


Like everything else, Thanksgiving has 
been affected by secularism but originally 
its intention was religious. The first 
thanksgiving feast was acelebration of the 
protection and benevolence of God. 


THE PILGRIMS of Plymouth Colony were 
a religion-oriented group and their 
survival of the rigors of this alien land in 
1621 they perceived as the work of Divine 
Providence. They celebrated with what 
they had —crops of their own growing and 
the wild turkeys that abounded there. 


The winter had been one of great 
hardship but the harvest was good and the 
people knew where thanks was due. They 
celebrated in a spirit of profound 
gratefulness and with an openness and 
generosity that included the “heathen 


savages” who had lived on the land before 
them. 


All this would seem to dictate that such 
a day would be one to be commemorated 
with prayerfulness and open-handedness, 
because humility makes people generous 
and gratitude makes us humble. George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln saw it 
that way and each in his own time adopted 


‘the idea of a national day of thanks. 


TODAY, 38 YEARS after Congress

THERE ARE many reasons why. we 
don't. In any case; to make the gesture on 
this one day when we ignore or barely 
tolerate them the rest of the year would 
seem like hypocrisy. 


But real gratitude for what we have will 


always run with concern and care for those . 


who have less or virtually nothing at all. 
And that involves more than one effort, 
however gracious, on one day a year. 


| remember one Thanksgiving in a 
southern town where our pastor suggested 
that each family from our wealthy parish 
invite a family from a depressed area 
nearby for “tea” in our homes. It was a 
well-meaning suggestion but foolish and 


insulting to the poor. Particularly since we 


had no contact with them at any other 
time. 


THANKSGIVING DAY, properly ob- 
served, would be a culmination of a year- 
round cycle of gratitude and acknow- 
ledgement of our dependence and 
indebtedness to God for the riches of every 
kind we most certainly have. And in that 
practical gratitude, sharing what we have 
with others as an habitual offering of 
thanks! 


Christ the King, waiting in the 
background through all the festivities, 
brings Thanksgiving into perspective, ina 
way that nothing else can. All that we have 
we have by the grace of God. Eternal life 
and ecstatic union with a loving God is 
ours by virtue of Christ's gift of himself. 


How can we not be grateful — every day 


of our lives? And being grateful, how can 
we not be humbled? Being humble, how 


‘can we not reach out to those less 


fortunate than we and welcome them for 
the brothers and sisters in Christ they 
are —every day of our lives?

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Liturgy motion fails 


Bishops approve racism pastoral 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The U.S. bishops approved 
a pastoral letter on racism 
but failed to get enough 
votes to approve a change 
in liturgical language in the 
major items decided at the 
semi-annual general meet- 
ing of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops 
Nov. 12-15 in Washington. 


The bishops also ap- 
proved a 1980 budget, a 25 
percent increase in assess- 
ments on dioceses, a separ- 
ate assessment to pay the 
$250,000 expense for 
press facilities for. Pope 
John Paul’s U.S. trip. 


IN ADDITION, the bish- 
ops were urged not to give 
speciai help to the U.S. 
Census Bureau in its efforts 
to count illegal aliens as 
part of the 1980 census. 


And they decided to meet 
only once a year, instead of 
twice, beginning in 1981, 
because as several bishops 
argued, two meetings are 
too expensive and the 
period of reorganization 
after Vatican II, which 
required two meetings a 
year, has passed. 


Two motions to change 


the male-only references in ° 


the liturgy gained majority 
approval from the bishops 
but failed to reach the two- 
thirds votes required for 
passage. 


THE CHANGES had been 
urged by the bishops’ 
Liturgy Committee, headed 
by Archbishop Rembert 
Weakland of Milwaukee, 
because “whatever can be 
done to alleviate any hurt or 
feeling of alienation of a 
large segment of the 
assembly must be under- 
taken.” 


But objections were 
raised by some bishops 
who disliked changing the 
words of consecration or 
allowing experimentation 
by priests. 


The bishops’ newest 
pastoral letter, a long but 
strongly worded document, 
calls racism “a sin that 
divides the human family, 
blots out the image of God 
among specific members 
of that family, and violates 
the fundamental human 
dignity of those called to be 
children of the same 
Father.” 


IT SAYS recent gains in 
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race relations through new 
laws and policies often 
have been “only a covering 
over, not a fundamental 
change.” 


It does not specifically 
mention groups suchas the 
Ku Klux Klan or neo-Nazis, 
but several bishops pointed 
to the resurgence of such 
groups as a reason for a 
strong statement from the 
bishops. 


THE BISHOPS probed 
two subjects in depth: the 
meeting last winter. of the 
Latin American bishops’ 
conference at Puebla, 
Mexico, and adocumenton 
the training of priests. 


“The great challenge of 
Puebla is that it recognizes 
widespread poverty in the 
hemisphere as a condition 
of sin, the result of unjust 
distribution of wealth,” the 
U.S. bishops were told by 
Archbishop Marcos G. 
McGrath of. Panama City, 
Panama.

Urges nuns to wear habit = 
Pope hints at revising © 
_rules for female religious 


VATICAN CITY(NC) — 
Pope John Paul II hinted 
that he is preparing new 
rules for women religious 
orders when he addressed 
630 participants of the 
annual assembly of the 
International Union of 
Superiors General. 


“It is time to prepare 
rules for a stable life,” he 
said Nov. 14 during a Mass 
in the Sistine Chapel for the 
participants. 

“AFTER YEARS of experi- 
ence in religious life the 


time has come to evaluate 
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with objectivity and humili- 
ty, and to rediscover the 
positive elements and the 
deviations,” he said in the 
homily. 

The pope also said nuns 
must give witness to their 
vocation by a total fidelity to 
the church, by living in 
community and especially 
by wearing the religious 
habit. 


“FIDELITY to Christ can 
never be separated from 
fidelity to the church,” the 
pope said in a homily which 
echoed many of the themes 
of his talks to religious in 
Ireland and the United 
States. 


Community life is’ an 
essential witness, he said, 
“because spiritual ties 
cannot be created, deve- 
loped and perpetuated 
except through daily and 
prolonged contact.” 


Pope John Paul said 
distinctive religious garb 
provides a ‘‘particular 
witness” and serves as “a 
sign... indicative of the 
choice you have made to 
consecrate yourselves 
totally to the ideals of the 
kingdom of heaven: 


“— THE CHOICE of pover- 
ty, gladly lived and loved in 
trustful abandonment to 
the provident action of God; 
—the choice of detach- 
ment from every compro-

the choice of witness before 
the brothers and sisters of 
the world.” 


A person attending the

15) said about 75 percent 
of the participants wore 
religious habits. 


Speaking to the nuns as 
the leaders of religious 
institutes in 65 countries of 
the world, Pope John Paul 
praised the ‘‘positive 
evolution in recent years of 
religious life.” 


BUT HE ADDED that 
“certain concrete choices, 
even if prompted by good 
though not always enlight- 
ened intentions, have not 
offered to the world the 
authentic picture of Christ 
which religious must make 
present to men.” ; 


He also called on the

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900 hear Personal Growth Day call — ‘bring forth life’

RIVERSIDE —An estimated 900 people 
attending San Bernardino diocese’s third 
Personal Growth Day last Saturday were 
called to “bring forth life’ together, as 
individuals, as a family and as brothers 
and sisters who look with eM ak, into 


- each other's eyes. 


Father Robert Miller,’ Biactr of the 
Center for Catholic Ministry, sponsor of 
the event, set the tone in remarks that 


opened the day-long educational and. 


pastoral conference at Raincross Square. 


IN TWO GENERAL assemblies and in 12 
workshops, in reading from Scriptures 
and in song, variations on that same 
theme were offered. 


A counterpoint to the main theme was 
that of family.-lt was expanded to involve 
not only the nuclear family, but the 
‘universal family, the family of God. 


The Rev. John Sanford, Episcopal 
priest-psychotherapist, talked of the need 
to belong, the danger of sentimentalizing 
the family and what he called a necessary 
balance between the “light” and the 
“dark” side of personal relationships. 


HE SAID THAT when Jesus used the 
word “hate” while setting criteria for 
discipleship (Luke 14:25-27), “he was 
trying to tell us there is also to be 
separateness.” 


He called church a place for belonging 
but called the professions of ministry and 
psychotherapy “dangerous” because they 
are protections against things of the heart 
and “an enormous defense against 
anyone getting close.” 


* Quoting statistics from James Lynch's 


“The Broken Heart,” he said, “To live 


without belonging to others is to lay one’s 
very body open to lethal disease.” 


AND FOR FAMILY LIFE to be a success, © 


he said, “We need to cope with its dark 
side.” He added that the dark side is not 
necessarily the enemy, but is necessary 


for development. He quoted from Matthew 


10:37 to make his point. 
He called the family of God the “invisible 


then moved to the confusion of Babylon in 
Genesis'11 (“This is what happens when 


one group imposes itself on the rest”) - 


before concluding with the miracle of 
Pentecost in Acts 2, with the comment, 
“Each one should be thanking God for the 
gift of ethnicity.” 

He called present day problems an 
Opportunity for the future. He suggested 
that the Book of Acts be looked at from the 
standpoint of breaking down social 
barriers so that fellowship.can be enjoyed 
at the common table where each person 
and group is seen as a reflection of God's 
beauty and not as a threat. 


Father Peter Luque, San Bernardino 
diocesan vicar of Hispanic affairs, in his 
workshop on the struggle of Hispanics 
through history, indicated that the 
struggle continues, and involved even 
Personal Growth Day. 


He pointed to a two-day symposium for 
Hispanic ministries being held in Corona 
as an example that separateness still 
exists. He called himself “a token” at the 
Raincross event. 


“The poor are hiding,” he said. “You can 
be liberators. Give them a sense of 
belonging.” His workshop audience was 
largely Hispanic. 

The Mass concluding the workshops 
was bilingual. Sister Eva Maria Sanchez 
read from Revelation, “I will give water 
from the well of life free to anybody who is 
thirsty,” both in English and Spanish.

On the Screens 


‘Runner Stumbles’ lacks Catholic element. 


NEW YORK (NC) —Based on a Broadway play by Milan 
Stitt, who also did the screenplay for director Stanley 
Kramer, “The Runner Stumbles’” is the story of a gifted but 
morose pastor of a small town parish in the 1920s, Father 
Rivard (Dick Van Dyke), who finds himself drawn to a 
young nun, Sister Rita (Kathleen Quinlan), who has been 
sent to teach in his school. ; 


The story is told in flashback, after Sister Rita-has been 
murdered and Father Rivard accused of the crime. We see 
the priest meeting the young nun at the station, a burst of 
sabia sunshine suddenly breaking into the melancholy 
of his life. : 


SHE TRANSFORMS everything, revolutionizing the 
school with her “Sound of Music’”-style pedagogy and, in 
general, going about her sisterly chores with a joyous verve 
that would have made even Julie Andrews’ Maria seem a 
bit of a wet blanket. © 


Once he begins to relax, all this gaiety and vitality 
brighten Father Rivard’s life to such an extent that he is 
inspired to think about finishing a book on theology he had 
been working on but has long neglected. 


.As time goes by, however, the emotional climate warms 
up to such an extent that he, rather belatedly it willseem to 
most viewers, realizes that a sexual collision course is in 
prospect. : 


Sister Rita, on the other hand, doesn’t-seem to be aware 
that there might be a problem here, and the cold manner 
that the desperate Father Rivard adapts as a form of self- 
defense at first hurts her and then drives her frantic, thus 
setting the stage for the film’s bizarre and highly 
melodramatic climax. ‘ 


THE SCENERY IS very pretty, thanks to Laszlo Kovacs’ 
photography, Van Dyke and Quinlan are attractive 
personalities, and the script is far more literate than 
average.

Theodore White’s successful works on the making of the 
president, and the Woodward-Bernstein expose on 
Watergate had set the pattern.

He combined true insight, some 
shakey professional principles and more gossip than the 
average American hears in a decade, to give a thrilling 
account of what might have happened inside the Vatican. 


Then the smiling “September Pope” suddenly dies and 
Father Greeley goes back to Rome. The exciting process 
starts all over again and we have more “might-have-been” 
history. : 

WHAT A SHAME that Father-Greeley, who could have 
written a fine history of what really happened, 
concentrates instead on the politics and intrigue that are 
sure to be a part of the human side of soimportant an event 
as a conclave. Unfortunately, we will never know from this 
book what is fact and what is fiction. 


No one is scandalized to think that politics plays a part of 
church life. There will always be some scandals and some 


-scoundrels. We need historians who are passionately 


dedicated to the truth so that it can be preserved. 


“The Making of the Popes 1978” tells us more about 
Father Andrew Greeley and his.friends than anything else. 
If you want to pay $12.95 for that, go ahead, but be 
forewarned.

especially from Quinlan and, in support, from Maureen 
Stapleton as the housekeeper, cannot prevent the film 
from failing as serious drama. 


The characters are much too sketchy and there is an 
aching void where the Catholic element, which after all is 
the source of the dramatic tension, is supposed to be. 


First the characterizations. Why does Father Rivard 
seem so down in the mouth before Sister Rita’s arrival? Is 
his somberness merely a matter of disposition or does it 
have some deeper cause? Has he lost his deals? Is he 
finding it difficult to believe in God? Is he finding celibacy 
too heavy a burden? 


As for Sister Rita, we know.even less about her and about 
how she feels faced with the growing attachment between 
herself and Father Rivard. 


Is she really so naive, at least in this respect, or is she 


_ feigning naivete? Or is ita bit of both? Instead of coming to 
grips with questions of this sort the script and direction ; 
_lunge into extravagant melodrama that give off heat - 


enough but no light. 


As for the slighting of the Catholic dimension, which, of 
course, cannot be separated from characterizations when 
the characters are a priest and a nun, there seems to have 
been a deliberate effort here to have your cake and eat it 
too. We have all the Catholic window dressing but none of 
the substance. 


THE SCRIPT, perhaps out of respect, never brings up 
celibacy. It is at the heart of the problem here, but no one 
says anything intelligent for or against it during the entire 
course of the film. ‘ 


The cards are stacked, instead, in favor of a sweet 
romanticism, with the Catholic element redticed to that of 
the parental enmity that kept Romeo and Juliet apart. 


We're supposed to pull for the two would-be lovers to 
beat the odds somehow, these two bright and attractive 
people who have to suffer because of inexplicable decrees 
that come from some impersonal, unfeeling, unseen 
source. 


“The Runner Stumbles” is in many respects a very 
sincere film, and it tries to avoid the sensational. 


- Because it does deal with an emotional involvement ofa 
priest and a nun under extremely melodramatic 
circumstances, however, it is mature viewing fare, 
especially in view of its shortcomings. (PG) For adults with 
reservations. a, ;
